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Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Ninth  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  County  Borough  of  Salford,  being  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1897.  It  has,  as  in  past  years,  been 
drawn  up  with  due  regard  to  the  requirements  of  the  General  Order  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  in  respect  of  such  reports. 

The  general  death-rate  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1897  was  23*8  per 
1,000  of  the  estimated  population,  which  is  I'l  per  1,000  higher  than  the 
rate  for  the  year  1896.  The  death-rate  for  the  year  1897  is,  however,  o'q 
per  1,000  less  than  the  rate  for  the  quinquennial  period  1891-95,  and  is, 
therefore,  not  a  wholly  unfavourable  one. 

The  zymotic  sickness  rate — for  notifiable  diseases — was  below  the 
average  for  the  ten  preceding  years  ;  but  there  was  excessive  mortality  from 
measles  and  diarrhoea,  which  are  not  notifiable  diseases.  It  again  affords 
me  unbounded  pleasure  to  be  able  to  record  a  growing  appreciation  of  the 
benefits  of  hospital  isolation  displayed  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  Borough, 
the  percentage  of  infectious  cases  isolated  being  higher  than  in  any  year 
since  my  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  percentage  of 
isolation  in  1897  was  62*4,  as  against  58*6  in  1896,  52  86  in  1895,  51*4  in 
1894,  49  4  in  1893,  45‘35  in  1892,  457  in  1891,  and  39^0  in  1890. 

In  presenting  this  last  record  of  the  Department  of  the  Borough,  over 
which  it  has  been  my  fortune  to  preside  for  a  period  of  eight  and  a  half 
years,  I  desire  to  put  on  formal  record  my  high  appreciation  of  the  services 
of  those  who  have  served  under  me,  and,  although  it  may  seem  invidious  to 
name  any  where  all  have  worked  together,  I  cannot  but  express  my  cordial 
acknowledgments  to  Mr.  Jenkins,  the  Chief  Clerk  to  the  Department,  and 
to  Mr.  Fordham,  the  Veterinary  Surgeon. 
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Lastly,  I  desire  to  thank  all  past  and  present  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee,  and  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Hospitals  Department, 
for  all  the  kindness  that  I  have  received  at  their  hands,  and  for  the  hearty 
assistance  which  they  invariably  rendered  me  in  the  performance  of  my 
duties.

— The  mean  density  of  the  Borough  is  equal  to  41 ’o  persons  per 
acre: — in  Regent  Road,  8i'2  ;  Greengate,  101*6;  Pendleton,  227; 
Broughton,  28*8. 

Area. — The  Municipal  Borough  of  Salford  comprises  the  Townships  of 
Salford  (divided  for  statistical  purposes  into  the  Regent  Road  and 
Greengate  Districts),  Pendleton,  and  Broughton,  and  has  a  total  area  of 
5,195  acres: — in  Salford,  1,345  acres  ^(Regent  Road,  955;  ^Greengate

Mortality  Statistics. 


Estimated  Population. — According  to  the  calculation  of 
the  Registrar-General,  the  estimated  population  of  the  Borough  to 
the  middle  of  the  year  1897  was  213,190.  The  estimated  distri¬ 
bution  of  population  in  the  four  registration  districts  is  set  down 
thus  : — Regent  Road,  77,463  ;  Greengate,  39,618  ;  Pendleton, 
54,975;  and  Broughton,  41,134. 

The  actual  excess  of  registered  births  over  deaths,  during  the 
year  1897,  was  2,277,  as  against  2,620  in  1896,  as  against  2,138 
in  the  year  1895,  2,730  in  1894,  2,152  in  1893,  and  2,235 
1892. 

The  density  of  the  population  continues  to  differ  widely  in 
the  several  registration  districts,  and  to  be  increasing  mainly  in 
Regent  Road  District. 

The  marriage  rate  was  18*4  per  t,ooo  of  the  population,  a 
higher  rate  than  in  any  year  since  1877. 

Annual  Rate  of  Mortality.— The  total  number  of  deaths 
for  the  year  1897  was  5,070,  as  against  4,850  in  the  year  1896,  as 
against  5,318  in  the  year  1895,  and  as  against  4,311  and  4,895  in 
the  years  1894  and  1893  respectively.  The  number  of  deaths  was 
thus  considerably  above  the  average  for  the  five  years.  The  total 
death-rate  from  all  causes  for  the  Borough  for  the  year  1897  was 
thus  23*8  per  1,000  of  its  population,  as  against  22*7  per  1,000  of 
the  estimated  population  in  1896,  25*5  per  1,000  in  1895,  20*9  per 
1,000  in  1894,  and  24'o  per  1,000  in  1893. 

The  death-rate  for  the  year  1897  was  i*i  per  1,000  of  popu¬ 
lation  higher  than  in  the  year  1896,  but  0*4  per  1,000  lower  than 
the  average  rate  for  the  quinquennial  period  of  1891-95. 

In  arriving  at  the  correct  general  death-rate  for  the  year*) 
account  has  been  taken,  as  in  former  years^  of  the  deaths  of  persons 
who  died  outside  the  Borough  while  yet  belonging  to  it,  as  well  as 
of  those  who,  not  belonging  to  the  Borough,  died  within  its 
boundaries.  Of  the  former,  there  were  61  deaths,  and  of  the 
latter,  there  were  55  deaths.  The  deaths  of  Salford  residents  out¬ 
side  the  Borough  were  distributed  as  follows: — Children’s  Hospital, 
Pendlebury,  23;  Manchester  Royal  Infirmary,  23;  St.  Mary’s 
Hospital,  6 ;  in  the  streets  of  Manchester  and  other  districts,  9. 
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Annual  Rate  of  Mortality  compared  with  other 

largfe  Towns  and  Cities  of  England  and  Wales.  - The  with  other  large 

recorded  annual  death-rate  for  the  County  Borough  of  Salford,  as 
compared  with  the  average  death-rate  for  the  33  large  towns  and 
cities  of  the  country,  was,  according  to  the  Registrar-General,  4*1 
per  1,000  of  the  population  above  the  average  of  the  year,  and  as 
against  3*8  per  1,000  in  1896,  and  4*8  per  1,000  in  the  year  1895. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  for  England  and  Wales  was  equal  to 
1 7 ’43  per  1,000  of  the  population  ;  less  the  33  great  English  towns, 
it  was  i6’52  per  1,000;  and  in  London  the  general  mortality  rate 
was  18*19  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

District  Mortality-Rates.  — The  district  mortality-rates  fistnct 
from  all  causes  may  be  seen  on  reference  to  fables  A  and  U  01 
this  Report.  The  general  rates  from  all  causes  were,  for  Regent 
Road  District,  23^8  per  1,000  of  population  ;  for  Greengate,  297 
per  1,000;  for  Pendleton,  23*8  per  t,ooo;  and  for  Broughton, 
i8’2  per  1,000.  These  rates  are,  with  the  single  exception  of  the 
Broughton  District,  all  higher  than  for  the  year  1896;  but,  save 
in  the  case  of  the  Pendleton  District,  they  are  all  lower  than  the 
mean  rate  for  the  quinquennial  period  of  1891-95. 

The  district  zymotic  mortality-rates  were  all  higher  than  in 
the  year  1896;  the  constitutional  mortality-rate  was  higher  in  the 
Greengate  and  Pendleton  Districts,  but  lower  in  the  Regent  Road 
and  Broughton  Districts,  than  in  1896;  and  the  developmental 
mortality-rate  was  higher  in  the  Regent  Road  and  Greengate  Dis¬ 
tricts,  but  lower  in  the  Pendleton  and  Broughton  Districts,  than 
in  the  preceding  year. 

The  diarrhceal  mortality  during  1887  was  very  heavy,  and  it 
will  be  observed  that  the  death-rate  of  infants  under  five  years  of 
age  per  1,000  living  at  that  age  was  as  high  as  15*3,  as  compared 
with  9*2  in  the  year  1896,  and  9*9  for  the  quinquennial  period  of 
1891-95.  It  is  also  observable  in  respect  of  this  feature  in  the 
mortality  that  no  district  was  exempt  from  the  excessive  fatality  of 
nfantile  diarrhoea. 

Although,  among  children  under  five  years  of  age,  the  mor¬ 
tality-rates  for  acute  lung  diseases  and  for  tubercular  diseases  were 
higher  for  the  vear  1897  than  for  the  year  preceding,  they  were 
happily  lower  than  for  the  quinquennial  period  of  1891-95. 

Mortality  in  Ag’e-Groups. — Table  B  shows  the  annual 
rates  of  mortality  in  the  age-groups  o — 5,  5 — 20,  20- -40,  40 — 60, 
and  at  60  years  and  upwards,  as  well  as  at  all  ages,  for  males, 
females,  and  the  total  population,  for  the  year  1896,  and  each 
preceding  year  of  the  decennium  1887  to  1896. 

In  the  year  1897  the  total  death-rate  was  0*8  per  1,000  of 
population  less  than  the  mean  rate  for  the  preceding  decennial 
period,  and  it  will  be  noticed  that,  with  the  exception  of  the 
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Recorded  Death-rates  per  i,ooo  in  33  Great  Towns

single  age-class  of  under  five  years,  the  rate  for  1897  was  more 
favourable  in  each  age-class  than  that  for  the  preceding  decennium. 
The  same  remarks  hold  good  both  in  respect  of  the  total  death- 
rates  and  those  for  the  age-classes  of  males  as  well  as  of  females. 

Infantile  Mortality.— Births  . — There  were  1,633  deaths 
of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  as  compared  with  1,496  deaths 
in  the  year  1896,  as  against  1,711  in  1895,  as  against  1,222  in 
1894,  and  as  against  1,494  in  1893.  The  deaths  of  infants  under 
one  year  of  age  during  the  year  1897  was,  as  may  be  seen  on 
reference  to  Table  C  of  this  Report,  considerably  above  the  average 
of  the  ten  preceding  years.  The  number  of  births  was  7,454,  as 
compared  with  7,470  in  the  year  1896,  7,456  in  1895,  7,041  in 
1894,  and  7,047  in  1893.  The  birth-rate  was  thus  34'9  per  1,000 
of  the  estimated  population  for  the  year  1897,  and  was  practically 
the  same  rate  as  for  the  year  1896,  and  o'5  below  the  mean  of  the 
quinquennial  period  1891-95. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  to  the  total  births  was 
3.7  per  cent,  for  the  whole  Borough,  as  against  3*8  per  cent,  in 
1896,  and  as  against  3*9  per  cent.,  the  average  rate  for  the  pre¬ 
ceding  ten  years,  1887  to  1896.  The  highest  percentages  in  the 
year  1897  were  in  the  Greengate  and  Regent  Road  Districts. 

The  proportion  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  per  1,000 
births  was  219,  as  against  200  in  the  year  1896,  as  against  an 
average  of  203  for  the  preceding  ten  years  1887  to  1896,  and  as 
against  177,  the  average  proportion  in  1897  for  the  33  great 
English  towns.

Senile  Mortality, — Of  the  total  5,070  deaths  at  all  ages, 
and  from  all  causes,  770  deaths,  or  15' 18  per  cent.,  were  of  persons  ^  ^ 
who  had  reached  or  had  passed  the  age  of  60  years,  as  against 
i6‘6  per  cent,  in  the  year  1896,  15*7  per  cent,  in  the  year  1895, 
i6’8  per  cent,  in  the  year  1894,  and  18  0  per  cent,  in  the  year 
1893.  Twenty-three  deaths  were  of  persons  who  had  reached  or 
passed  the  age  of  85  years,  as  against  27  such  deaths  in  the  year 
1896.  The  death-rate  of  aged  persons  was  7 6' 2  per  1,000  of  the 
persons  aged  60  years  and  upwards  in  the  Borough,  as  against  79^4 
per  1,000  in  the  year  1896,  847  per  1,000  in  1895,  74*3  per  1,000 
in  1894,  and  9i'8  per  1,000  in  1893. 

The  number  of  aged  persons  who  died  during  1897  from 
bronchitis  and  pneumonia  were  175  and  38  respectively,  as  against 
179  and  63  respectively  in  the  year  1896.  The  death-rate  of  old 
people  who  died  in  1897  from  these  diseases  was,  therefore,  27 ’6 
per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  at  that  period  of  life,  as  against  33*3 
per  cent,  in  1896,  27.6  per  cent,  in  1895,  24*5  per  cent,  in  1894, 
and  30'!  per  cent,  in  1893.

The  total  zymotic  mortality  was  thus,  inclusive  of  deaths  from 
diarrhoeal  disease,  24’3  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths,  as  against  197 
per  cent,  in  the  year  1896,  20*2  per  cent,  in  the  year  1895,  167 
per  cent,  in  the  year  1894,  and  187  per  cent,  in  the  year  1893. 
This  mortality  did  not  include  any  death  from  small-pox  or  typhus 
fever,  nor  any  death  from  cholera.  On  the  other  hand,  the  con¬ 
tribution  by  measles  was  excessive,  being  greater  in  amount  than

in  any  one  of  the  preceding  ten  years.  At  the  request  of  the 
Local  Government  Board,  I  reported  specially  on  this  exceptional 
prevalence  and  fatality  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  as  appears 
later  on  in  this  Report.  The  deaths  from  whooping-cough  were 
also  considerable,  although  below  the  mean  number  for  the  pre¬ 
ceding  decennium.  The  deaths  from  enteric-fever,  and  from 
scarlet-fever,  and  from  diphtheria,  were  likewise  not  merely  below 
the  decennial  average,  but  were  also  below  the  numbers  for  the 
year  1896.  As  against  this  favourable  feature,  however,  it  is 
regrettable  that  the  number  of  deaths  from  diarrhoeal  affections 
was  excessive,  being  446,  as  against  the  decennial  average  of  279. 

The  deaths  due  to  tabes  mesenterica  were  only  45,  as  against 
77,  the  decennial  average  ;  the  deaths  from  tubercular  meningitis 
were  also  119,  as  against  the  decennial  average  of  126,  and  the 
deaths  attributed  to  phthisis  were  383,  as  against  the  decennial 
average  of  401. 

The  deaths  from  bronchitis  and  pneumonia  were  both  below 
the  decennial  averages,  being  respectively  502,  as  against  546,  and 
446,  as  against  518.  The  deaths  from  bronchitis  were,  however, 
36  in  excess  of  the  number  for  the  year  1896,  though  the  deaths 
from  pneumonia  were  in  below  the  number  in  1896.  In  this 
connection  it  is  to  be  noted  that  the  prevalence  of  epidemic 
influenza  in  1897  was,  judging  by  the  mortality  attributed  to  that 
disease,  greater  than  in  the  year  1896.  In  1897  there  were  20 
more  deaths  due  to  this  disease  than  in  the  year  1896,  the  district 
of  Broughton  suffering  to  a  greater  extent  than  any  of  the  other 
three  districts  of  the  Borough. 

The  following  table  shows  the  district  distribution  of  the 
deaths  from  epidemic  influenza  at  certain  groups  of  ages,  and  is 
on  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  reports  on  the  same  subject : — •

Mortality  from  certain  Zymotic  Diseases.— The  fol¬ 
lowing  tables  show  the  annual  rates  of  mortality  per  t,ooo  of  the 
population,  in  respect  of  certain  zymotic  diseases  in  Salford, 
London,  the  33  great  English  towns,  and  England  and  Wales. 

Erom  these  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  though  the  death-rates 
in  Salford  for  the  year  1897  were  above  the  mean  of  the  preceding 
five  years  in  respect  of  measles  and  diarrhoea,  they  were  below  the 
mean  in  respect  of  scarlet-fever,  diphtheria,  whooping-cough, 
enteric,  and  continued  fever.  These  are  facts  of  no  small  Impor¬ 
tance,  and  especially  is  it  ground  for  satisfaction  that  the  fatality 
from  enteric-fever  is  lessening,  inasmuch  as  this  fever  is  to  so  large 
an  extent  an  indicator  of  the  measure  of  sanitary  administration 
to  which  a  district  is  subjected.  It  is  greatly  to  be  hoped  that 
this  favourable  feature  will  continue  to  be  shown  as  a  result  of  the

Uncertified  Deaths. — Of  the  5,070  deaths  which  occurred 
during  the  year  1897,  at  all  ages  and  from  all  eauses,  4,687  were 
duly  certified  by  registered  medical  practitioners,  293  were  certi¬ 
fied  by  the  Coroner,  and  90  were  not  certified  by  either  medical 
practitioners  or  by  the  Coroner.  The  number  of  uncertified  deaths 
was  15  less  than  in  1896,  34  less  than  in  1895,  32  less  than  in 
1894,  and  72  less  than  in  1893.  It  is  highly  satisfactory  to  thus 
record  the  growing  diminution  in  the  number  of  uncertified  deaths 
occurring  annually  in  the  Borough.  The  percentage  of  uncertified 
deaths  for  the  year  1897  was  only  i’8,  as  against  3'i  for  the  pre¬ 
ceding  decennium.  At  the  same  time  it  is  greatly  to  be  hoped 
that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  complete  certification  of  mor¬ 
tality  will  be  established  throughout  the  country.

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases. — The  total  number 
of  infectious  diseases  notified  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Noti¬ 
fication  Act  during  the  year  1897  was  1,256,  as  against  2,187  in 
1896,  1,888  in  1895,  1,802  in  1894,  and  2,051  in  1893. 

The  highest  and  lowest  weekly  incidences  were  as  follows: —

Excluding,  as  in  other  years,  membranous  croup  and  ery¬ 
sipelas  from  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases,  for  the  purpose  of  com¬ 
parison  with  years  preceding  1890,  the  total  number  of  notified 
cases  is  reduced  from  1,256  cases  to  1,113  1897,  as  against 

2,049  in  1896,  1,743  in  1895,  1,633  in  1894,  and  1,850  in  1893. 
The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  and  notifiable  diseases  during 
1897  was,  therefore,  considerably  less  than  in  recent  years. 

The  following  tables  show  firstly,  the  total  number  of  cases 
notified  in  each  week  of  the  year ;  and  secondly,  calculations  on 
the  prevalence  of  such  diseases  during  each  year  notification  came 
into  force  in  the  Borough,  but  exclusive  of  membranous  croup  and 
erysipelas.

The  most  prevalent  notinable  disease  during  1897  was  scarlet 
fever,  the  number  of  cases  amounting  to  714,  or  56'8  per  cent,  of 
the  total  number  of  infectious  cases  of  disease  notified.  On  the 
other  hand,  there  was  no  case  of  small-pox,  the  number  of  cases

of  diphtheria  and  membranous  croup  were  only  103,  as  against 
158  in  1896,  and  the  number  of  cases  of  enteric-fever  was  the 
same  in  1897  as  in  the  year  1896,  in  spite  of  the  increase  of 
population. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  succeeding  table  that  scarlet-fever 
was  chiefly  prevalent  in  the  third  and  fourth  quarters  of  the  year  ; 
in  the  year  1896  it  was  mainly  prevalent  in  the  third  quarter  of 
the  year,  and  in  the  year  1895  fourth  quarter.  Entei  ic-fever, 

as  usually  is  the  case,  was  not  prevalent  in  the  fourth  quarter  of 
the  year.  There  was  happily  no  case  of  typhus-fever  during  the 
year  1897. 

The  rate,  per  1,000  of  the  population,  of  the  notified  cases 
was  3 ‘9  below  the  mean  for  the  ten  years  1887-96,  and  the  mean 
weekly  incidence  of  cases  was  14  below  the  average  for  the  same 
decennial  period.  These  figures  are  eminently  satisfactory  features 
of  the  year.

Amount  of  Hospital  Isolation  of  Infectious  Dis¬ 
eases. — Of  the  1,256  notified  cases,  784,  or  62*4  per  cent.,  were 
isolated  by  the  Corporation  during  the  year,  as  against  58’6  per 
cent,  in  the  year  1896,  52*86  per  cent,  in  1895,  51*4  per  cent,  in 
1894,  49*4  per  cent,  in  1893,  45 '35  per  cent,  in  1892,  45*7  per 
cent,  in  1891,  and  39*0  per  cent,  in  1890. 

There  can  be  but  one  feeling  of  satisfaction  at  these  figures. 
They  indicate  not  merely  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  persuasion 
of  the  officials  of  the  Health  Department  in  securing  proper 
isolation  of  infectious  cases,  but  the  high  repute  also  of  the  hos¬ 
pital  which  the  Corporation  has  provided  for  the  purpose,  both 
in  efficiency  and  conduct.  There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that, 
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by  a  continuance  of  the  efforts  of  the  past,  the  rate  of  isolation 
may  in  future  years  greatly  exceed  that  which  has  now,  with  much 
labour  and  care,  been  secured. 

The  number  of  cases  sent  to  hospital  under  mistaken  diag¬ 
nosis  was  38,  as  against  37  in  the  year  1896,  30  in  1895,  31  in 
1894,  and  18  in  1893.  The  total  percentage  of  mistaken  cases  to 
the  total  cases  isolated  was  therefore  3’o,  as  against  2 '9  in  the  year 
1896,  3‘o  in  1895,  3’4  in  1894,  and  i'8  in  1893.

Amount  of  Disinfection  of  Bedding*  and  Clothing 
by  the  Corporation. — There  were  867  parcels  of  infected 
clothing  and  bedding  disinfected  by  means  of  high-pressure  steam, 
at  the  Sanitary  Station  attached  to  the  Lady  well  Sanatorium,  as 
against  1,369  parcels  in  1896,  1,155  parcels  in  1895,  1,076  parcels 
in  1894,  1,840  parcels  in  1893,  and  694  parcels  in  1892. 


The  distribution  of  parcels  in  1897  to  the  districts  to  which 
they  belonged,  was  as  follows  : — Regent  Road,  328  ;  Greengate, 
162;  Pendleton,  211  ;  Broughton,  166. 

There  were  besides  eleven  lots  of  bedding  and  clothing

Protection  of  Preventive  Measures  in  Public  Elementary  Schools. — 

St.  James’s  Schools,  Hope,  were  closed  for  a  short  time  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  a  slight  epidemic  of  scarlet-fever  occurring  there,  and 
it  was  also  found  necessary  to  disinfect  the  Marlborough  Road 
Board  Schools,  St.  James’s  Schools,  Hope,  and  the  schools  at  the 
Salford  Workhouse  on  account  of  the  occurrence  therein  of  cases 
of  scarlet-fever,  and  the  St.  Margaret’s  Schools,  Bridgewater  Avenue, 
Salford  ;  the  John  Street  Schools,  Pendleton  ;  the  St,  Andrew’s 
Schools,  Hough  Lane,  Broughton  j  the  Ascension  Schools,  Duke 
Street,  Broughton ;  and  a  private  school  at  58,  Fitzwarren  Street, 
Pendleton,  on  account  of  measles  prevalence  among  its  pupils. 

Disease  Prevalence  and  Distribution  of  Zymotic  Diseases.—

The  1,256  cases  of  notified  zymotic  diseases  for  the  year  1897, 
were  distributed  as  shown  in  the  following  tables,  and  as  regards 
the  three  principal  diseases — scarlet-fever,  diphtheria,  and  enteric- 
fever — in  the  three  consecutive  spot-maps. 

Attention  has  been  called,  however,  in  former  years  to  the 
fact  that  measles  and  whooping-cough  are  not  notifiable  diseases 
in  the  Borough,  and  that  their  prevalence  has  necessarily  some 
influence  on  the  mortality-statistics  of  the  Borough.  In  the  case 
of  measles,  that  is  markedly  the  case  in  respect  of  the  year  1897. 
An  estimate  of  the  prevalence  of  these  two  diseases  can  only  be 
made  from  their  mortality  returns,  and  so,  as  in  previous  years, 
tables  showing  the  extent  of  their  mortalities  are  herewith  appended. 

Measles.  It  will  be  Seen  from  tliat  relating  to  measles  that  there  was  a 

serious  epidemic  of  the  disease  during  the  year  1897,  and  the 
influence  of  this  on  the  death-rate  was  so  important  as  to  call  for 
special  information  in  regard  to  it  by  the  Local  Government  Board.

Report  on  Measles. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Co7nmittee. 
Gentlemen, 

I  received  the  instructions  of  your  Committee  to  prepare  a 
report  in  consequence  of  a  request  from  the  Local  Government 
Board  contained  in  the  following  letter  : — 

“  Local  Government  Board, 

“  Whitehall,  S.W., 

“  17th  August,  1897. 

“  S)ir, 

“  I  am  directed  by  the  Local  Government  Board  to  state 
“  that  they  observe  from  the  returns  made  to  the  Registrar- 
General  that  exceptional  mortality  from  measles  has  occurred 
“  in  the  County  Borough  of  Salford  during  the  present  year. 

In  this  connection  I  am  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Council 
“  to  the  fact  that  the  average  death-rate  per  1,000  persons 
“  from  measles  in  England  and  Wales  during  the  last  eight 
“years  (1888-1896)  amounts  to  *43,  and  in  28  of  the  large 
“  towns  of  England  and  Wales,  included  in  the  Registrar- 
“  General’s  Weekly  Returns,  to  *55,  while  in  the  County 
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“  Borough  of  Salford  the  average  death-rate  from  the  same 
‘‘disease,  for  the  same  period,  amounts  to  *86,  or  double  the 
“  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

“  I  am  to  request  that  the  Council  will  instruct  their 
“  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  prepare  a  report  on  the  subject 
“  of  measles,  containing  information  as  to  the  circumstances 
“  under  which  the  disease  has  prevailed  in  the  County  Borough, 
“  as  to  the  condition  of  its  extension  at  one  and  another  time, 
“  together  with  an  account  of  any  sustained  efforts  that  have 
“  been  made  to  meet  the  serious  fatality  from  the  disease  to 
“  which  reference  has  been  made. 

“  The  Board  will  be  glad  to  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of 
“  such  report  at  an  early  date.

I  herewith,  therefore,  beg  to  submit  the  following  information 
for  your  consideration,  and  for  transmission  to  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board. 

It  must  be  admitted  that  Salford  has,  from  time  to  time,  suffered 
with  exceptional  intensity  from  epidemics  of  measles,  and  that  the 
resulting  mortality  has  not  infrequently  been  excessive  when  com¬ 
pared  with  like  mortality  in  London,  and  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales.  Side  by  side  with  this  fact,  however,  it  must  not  be 
forgotten  that  the  circumstances  of  population  and  surroundings 
differ  very  greatly  in  Salford  from  those  of  London  or  the  large 
majority  of  districts  comprised  within  the  term  “  England  and 
Wales.” 

It  must  further  be  admitted  that  the  exceptional  mortality 
from  measles  in  Salford  during  the  present  year,  and  pointedly 
referred  to  in  the  letter  from  the  Local  Government  Board,  has 
rightly  given  cause  for  considerable  anxiety,  although,  so  far  as  I 
have  been  able  to  ascertain,  this  mortality  has  not  been  indicative 
of  a  more  exceptional  prevalence  of  the  disease  than  has  occurred 
in  other  epidemic  periods  of  measles  within  the  Borough. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that,  as  in  most  other  districts,  the 
incidence  of  the  disease  in  the  Borough  can  only  be  approximately 
measured  by  the  mortality  returns,  in  the  absence  of  notification  of 
the  disease.  Judged  in  this  manner,  it  will  be  seen  from  the  fol¬ 
lowing  table  that  the  extent  to  which  the  disease  has  prevailed  in 
the  Borough  during  recent  years  has  at  least  been  variable,  and 
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that  in  two  years,  1890  and  1893,  the  mortality  was  less  than  the  ^®asies.

It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  the  mortality  in  Salford  was  less 
than  that  in  London  during  the  years  1890  and  1894. 

The  table  submitted  further  illustrates  for  Salford  what  has 
been  noticeable  in  other  districts,  namely,  that  a  year  of  exceptional 
prevalence  of  measles  is  usually  followed  by  two  years  of  less 
prevalence  of  the  disease,  if  that  prevalence  be  estimated  by  the 
extent  of  mortality  attributable  to  it.  It  shows  this  more  markedly 
for  Salford  indeed  than  it  does  for  London ;  in  every  third  ye:ir 
the  Salford  mortality  has  appeared  to  be  excessive. 

It  is  a  natural  step  to  enquire  what  general  circumstances 
may  exist  in  Salford  under  which  the  disease  has  appeared  to  pre¬ 
vail,  that  are  different  from  other  districts. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  as  I  have  shewn  in  successive 
annual  reports,  that  almost  the  entire  mortality  from  measles  in 
Salford  has  fallen  upon  infants  under  five  years  of  age.  It  must 
not  be  forgotten  either  that  the  population  of  Salford  is  mainly  an 
artizan  population,  very  slightly  relieved  indeed  for  statistical 
purposes  by  a  suburban  population.  Such  infantile  diseases  as 
whooping-cough,  measles,  and  scarlet-fever  have  always  spread  in 
Salford  with  great  rapidity,  and  will  allways  do  so  as  long  as  this 
condition  of  population  continues.  But  there  is  another  and  more 
special  circumstance  still  why  infantile  diseases  should  prevail  more 
extensively  in  Salford  than  in  London  and  the  average  of  the  large 
towns.  The  comparison  of  Salford  with  other  places  ought  hardly 
to  be  made  without  some  count  being  taken  of  their  respective 
populations  at  particular  age-classes,  and  all  the  more  so  when  a 
particular  infantile  disease  is  the  subject  of  comparison.  I  have 
had  a  calculation  made  from  the  census  returns  of  1881  and  1891, 
which  shows  the  position  of  Salford  as  compared  with  London  and 
the  Great  English  Towns  in  respect  of  its  population  at  the  age- 
period  of  0-5  years.  The  facts  disclosed  by  this  calculation  are  not 
unimportant  in  their  bearing  on  the  question  of  measles  prevalence 
in  Salford,  and  are  set  out  in  detail  in  Tables  A  and  B  of  this 
report. 

To  summarise  these  facts  briefly,  I  would  point  out  that  the

and  076  per  cent,  higher  than  the  average  for  the  28  Great  English 
Towns.  When,  moreover,  the  separate  rates  for  each  of  the  33 
Great  English  Towns  are  examined,  it  is  found  that,  with  the 
exception  of  West  Ham,  and  certain  sea-port  towns — Cardiff, 
Swansea,  Hull,  Sunderland,  Gateshead,  and  Newcastle-on-Tyne — 
the  percentage  of  infant  population  under  five  years  of  age  in 
Salford  was  higher  in  varying  degrees  than  in  other  towns.  These 
variations  ranged  from  0*12  per  cent,  above  Wolverhampton  to  3*09 
per  cent,  above  Huddersfield.  But,  what  is  also  very  important 
to  note,  in  regard  to  the  special  circumstances  of  the  Borough  of 
Salford,  is  its  relation  in  respect  of  this  age-class  to  the  City  of 
Manchester,  with  which,  topographically,  it  is  in  union.  The 
census  of  1891  disclosed  the  fact  that  the  percentage  of  infants 
under  five  years  of  age  was  o’5  per  cent,  higher  in  Salford  than  in 
Manchester. 

The  facts  disclosed  by  the  calculation  from  the  census  returns 
of  1881  are  even  more  striking  in  illustrating  the  high  percentage 
of  infants  under  five  years  of  age  which  obtains  in  Salford  as  com¬ 
pared  with  England  and  Wales,  London,  and  the  other  Great 
English  Towns;  but  I  am  content  to  mainly  refer  to  the  facts  of 
the  1891  census,  as  these  are  more  nearly  related  to  the  period 
1889-96  referred  to  in  the  letter  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

The  population  of  Salford,  therefore,  being  mainly  an  artizan 
population, — almost  wholly  so  in  the  Regent  road  and  Greengate 
districts,  and  very  largely  so  in  the  Pendleton  and  Broughton 
districts, — and  the  infant  population  being  considerably  more 
numerous  than  the  average  for  England  and  Wales,  and  the  great 
majority  of  the  large  towns  of  the  country,  it  is  hardly  matter  for 
surprise  that  an  infantile  disease  such  as  measles  should  prevail 
extensively  throughout  the  Borough  whenever  the  infantile 
population  is  sufficiently  large  and  susceptible  to  the  infection. 

A  reference  to  table  C  of  this  report  will  show  the  district 
mortality  in  each  of  the  four  Registration  districts  before 
mentioned  during  each  quarter  of  the  eight  years  1889  to  1896, 
together  with  the  rates  for  the  first  two  quarters  of  1897. 

This  table  shows  great  variations  of  mortality  in  the  several 
districts  of  the  Borough  both  in  the  same  and  in  successive  years. 
It  will  be  noticed  that  of  late  years,  and  particularly  in  the  present 
year,  there  has  been  a  considerably  increased  mortality  in  the 
Pendleton  and  Broughton  districts  beyond  what  has  been  the 
average  in  former  years.  I  think  that  these  increased  mortalities 
are  fair  indices  of  increased  prevalence  of  the  disease  in  those 
districts.  There  has  been  a  very  large  increase  in  building 
operations  for  cottage  property,  and  consequent  increase  of  artizan

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population,  in  both  those  districts  during  the  last  two  or  three 
years,  and,  unquestionably,  there  has  been  in  them  a  considerable 
accession  of  infantile  population  susceptible  to  infection  from 
measles. 

The  return,  moreover,  of  children  who  were  absent  from 
school  on  account  of  measles  during  the  first  and  second  quarters 
of  tlie  present  year  (Table  D.)  shows  that  47  -6  per  cent,  of  the 
absentees  throughout  the  Borough  were  in  the  Pendleton  district 
alone,  while  in  the  second  quarter  52*6  per  cent  belonged  to  the 
Regent  Road  district.  The  return  further  shows  that  the  greatest 
prevalence  of  the  disease  among  school-children  was  in  the 
Pendleton  district  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  and  that  the 
spread  of  the  disease  in  the  other  three  districts  was  mainly  during 
the  second  quarter  of  the  year.  Read  in  conjunction  with  table 
C,  it  is  deducible  that  the  Pendleton  district  suffered  during  the 
year  proportionately  in  a  greater  degree  than  the  other  districts  of 
the  Borough,  and  this  deduction  coincides  with  the  experience 
gathered  from  day  to  day  by  the  district  inspectors  and  myself. 

There  is,  however,  a  matter  in  connection  with  the  mortality 
returns  for  the  year  from  measles  which  is  deserving  of  attention. 
The  mortality  was  undoubtedly  heavy,  and  I  found  on  enquiry 
that  in  the  experience  of  medical  practitioners  the  large  number  of 
deaths  w^ere  due  to  severe  respiratory  complications.  On  further 
examination  of  the  mortality  returns,  I  found  that  out  of  a  total  of 
350  deaths  during  tl^e  first  two  quarters  of  the  year,  only  20  were 
attributed  to  measles.  On  the  other  hand,  281  or  8o'o  per 
cent,  of  the  total  number  were  deaths  complicated  by  bronchitis, 
pneumonia,  or  plurisy.  Again,  of  the  350  deaths  from  measles, 
329  or  94-0  per  cent,  were  of  children  under  five  years  of  age; 
and  if  the  death-rate  be  calculated  as  among  those  only  who  were 
absented  from  school  it  would  stand  as  6 ’5  per  cent.,  which  is  a 
heavy  rate  of  mortality  from  measles. 

All  available  efforts  have  been  made  to  check  or  control  the 
spread  of  measles  during  the  year  1897,  as  in  previous  years. 
The  affected  districts  were  placarded  with  warnings,  which  pointed 
out  the  infectious  nature  of  the  disease  and  what  were  its  earliest 
signs,  urged  the  importance  of  keeping  any  child  with  any  such 
symptoms  away  from  school,  and  gave  directions  as  to  the  care 
and  isolation  of  the  sick.  In  every  part  of  the  district,  where 
measles  mortality  appeared,  a  house-to-house  inspection  was  made 
urging  isolation,  the  need  of  medical  attendance,  and  the  import¬ 
ance  of  careful  nursing.  The  schools  most  affected  by  measles 
cases  were  disinfected,  and  their  sanitary  conditions  and  those  of 
the  houses  of  the  sick  received  special  attention. 

But,  in  spite  of  all  that  was  done,  the  epidemic  ran  its  course, 
and  probably  always  will  do  so  in  Salford,  until  notification  of  the 
disease  enables  us  to  obtain  the  earliest  possible  knowledge  of  its

commencing  prevalence,  and  until  the  means  are  available  for 
securing  the  prompt  and  complete  hospital  isolation  of  every  case 
occurring  in  the  homes  of  the  artizan  classes.  Such  a  scheme  for 
Salford  would  be  one  of  great  magnitude,  and  the  inspecting  staff 
would  at  such  times  have  to  be  temporarily  greatly  increased  in 
numbers.  Much  is  being  done  by  our  female  health  visitors  in 
educating  the  poorer  classes  as  to  the  care  of  their  children  and  as 
to  the  infectious  nature  of  measles  ;  but  there  is  still  a  great  deal 
of  apathy  apparent  among  those  classes  in  respect  of  the  import¬ 
ance  of  the  disease,  and  this  apathy  constitutes  a  great  difficulty  in 
the  way  of  precautionary  measures  to  prevent  the  spread  of  measles 
in  the  borough. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  was  a  reduction  in 
measles  mortality  from  245  deaths  in  the  Borough  during  the 
second  quarter  of  the  present  year  to  107  in  the  third  quarter,  and 
that  there  are  signs  of  the  epidemic  having  now  almost  completely 
come  to  an  end.

Scarlet-feV6r. — The  714  cases  of  scarlet-fever  for  the  year 
1897,  were  8'65  less  than  for  the  year  1896.  This  indicates  a 
marked  decline  of  the  epidemic  which  prevailed  in  the  earlier  year. 
The  Regent  Road  district  suffered  more  than  any  of  the  other 
districts  of  the  Borough,  but  the  Broughton  district  had  an 
excessive  number  of  cases. 


An  examination  of  the  above  sickness  table  shows  that  the 
prevalence  of  the  disease  during  1897  was  not  only  markedly 
below  the  mean  for  the  preceding  quinquennium,  but  that  it  was 
also  lower  than  in  any  of  the  individual  years  composing  that 
period.  The  same  can  be  said  of  the  Regent  Road  and  Pendleton 
districts;  but  in  the  years  1893  and  1895  sickness  was 

lower  in  the  Greengate  district,  and  in  the  year  1892  the  rate  of 
sickness  was  lower  in  the  Broughton  district,  though  in  the  case  of 
them  both  their  rates  for  1897  was  well  below  the  quinquennial 
means. 

Of  the  total  714  cases  of  scarlet-fever,  247  or  34*5  per  cent, 
were  of  children  under  five  years  of  age,  as  against  586  or  37'! 
})er  cent,  in  the  year  1896,  and  as  against  463  or  397  per  cent,  in 
the  year  1895.

Diphtheria. — The  81  cases  of  diphtheria  for  the  year  1897 
were  53  less  than  for  the  year  1896,  and  the  number  of  cases  of 
membranous  croup  was  2  less.  Taking  these  diseases  together  as 
representing  the  total  diphtheria  sickness,  the  total  number  of  cases 
was  103  as  against  158  in  1896,  and  there  was  thus  a  decided 
diminution  in  the  prevalence  of  diphtheria  during  the  year.  This 
diminution  has  now  been  continuous  since  the  great  epidemic  of 
1889-90  when  I  first  entered  on  duty  in  Salford.  The  81  cases 
of  diphtheria  in  1897  must  be  compared  with  134  cases  in  1896, 
160  cases  in  1895,  203  cases  in  1894,  207  in  1893,  204  cases  in  1892,

221  cases  in  1891,  694  in  1890,  and  691  1111889  This  progressive 
reduction  in  the  prevalence  of  diphtheria  has  been  largely  due  in 
my  opinion  to  the  vigorous  system  of  disinfection  which  has  been 
practised  in  connection  with  ail  reported  cases  of  diphtheria  and 
membranous  croup.  I  trust  that  in  future  years  it  will  be  found 
possible  to  even  further  reduce  the  mean  rate  of  diphtheria  sick¬ 
ness  in  the  Borough.  Of  the  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  30 
or  37’o  per  cent,  were  of  children  under  five  years  of  age,  and 
all  the  cases  of  membranous  croup  were  of  children  in  the  same 
period  of  life.

Enteric-fever. — The  number  of  cases  of  enteric-fever  was 
the  same  in  1897  as  in  1896,  and  this  represents  a  considerable 
total  diminution  in  the  prevalence  of  this  disease  as  compared 
with  previous  years.  In  1895  the  number  of  cases  was  382,  in 
1894  was  316,  in  1893  was  563,  and  in  1892  was  347.  It  is 
justifiable  to  regard  this  progressive  reduction,  in  spite  of  consider¬ 
able  increases  in  the  population,  as  due  in  the  main  to  the  greater 
care  in  the  supervision  of  drains  and  sewers  and  the  improvement 
of  means  for  excrement  disposal.  The  attention  which  has  been 
paid  by  the  Health  Department  during  the  past  five  years  to 
matters  of  house-drainage  appears  to  be  at  last  bearing  fruit  which 
will  improve  the  sanitary  credit  of  the  Borough,  and  I  hope  much 
from  a  persistent  continuance  of  such  efforts.  I  would,  however, 
emphasize,  for  the  last  time  that  it  will  be  within  my  province  to 
speak,  the  importance  of  continuing  with  regularity  and  close 
attention  the  cleansing  by  flushing  and  otherwise  of  all  sewers  and 
passage  drains  at  least  once  in  every  year. 

Of  the  291  cases  of  enteric-fever,  16  or  53  per  cent,  were 
of  children  under  five  years  of  age,  as  against  5 '8  per  cent,  in

Work  of  the  H  EALTH  D  EPAR'l'MENT. 


Staff  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  under  the  Health  ® 
Department. — There  was  no  change  in  the  number  of  those 
employed  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  during  the  year, 
and  the  slight  re-arrangement  of  duties  of  some  of  the  Inspectors 
made  in  1896  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  six  female  health  visitors  have  also  continued  to  work  in 
certain  districts  of  the  Borough,  and  a  summary  of  their  proceed¬ 
ings  is  given  in  the  next  sectional  division  of  this  report. 

Systematic  Inspection  and  Abatement  of  Nuisances.  AtStement 

— The  systematic  inspection  of  the  borough  was  conducted  during  Nuisances, 
the  year  1897,  on  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years,  and  with 
satisfactory  results.  The  results  of  these  inspections  may  be 
gathered  from  a  perusual  of  the  “Register  of  Work  Done,” 
which  is  to  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  section  of  the  report.  It 
is  a  good  record.  In  the  first  place,  it  shows  that  the  number  of 
complaints  received  at  the  office  of  the  department  was  3,310  as 
compared  with  4,013  received  in  1896  ;  it  shows  afso  that  16,328 
dwelling-houses  were  inspected  during  the  year,  and  that  15 1  cases 
of  over-crowding  were  abated.  It  is  most  satisfactory  to  note  that 
1,529  house-drains  were  repaired,  267  were  re-constructed,  547 
properly  trapped,  31  waste-pipes  disconnected  from  drains,  and 
also  760  rain-water  pipes.  In  respect  of  water-closets,  136  new 
ones  were  provided,  ii  were  properly  ventilated,  61  soil-pipes 
were  also  ventilated,  and  one  new  public  urinal  was  provided. 

Five  houses  and  one  cellar-dwelling  were  closed  as  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  407  seizures  were  made  of  meat  unfit  for  food — 
which  included  animals  that  had  died  in  transit  to  the  market — 
and  808  samples  of  food  were  purchased  for  purpose  of  analysis.

A  number  of  reputed  Greek  refugees  located  them.selves  in 
the  month  of  August  on  waste  land  in  the  Borough,  who  were  so 
far  from  being  desirable  additions  to  the  community  that  they 
were  “moved  on/'  The  same  progressive  procedure  was  adopted 
towards  them  by  many  other  local  authorities  until  they  arrived  at 
a  sea-port  town  in  the  southern  part  of  the  country,  whence  I 
believe  they  were  transhipped  to  their  own  country. 

Dairies  and  Milkshops.— At  the  end  of  the  year  1897 
there  were  549  dairies  and  milkshops  on  the  register,  as  against 
577  in  the  year  1896.  During  the  year  business  was  discontinued 
in  15 1  places,  and  105  new  shops  were  opened  and  registered.

Smoke  Nuisance. — The  Smoke  Inspector  reports  that 
during  the  year  1897  he  recorded  2,028  observations,  as  against 
1,981  in  the  year  1896,  and  2,111  in  the  year  1895. 

During  the  year,  113  stokers  and  others  were  cautioned  by 
the  Inspector  for  negligence  in  firing  the  furnaces  under  their 
charge.  At  the  same  time,  22  firms  were  reported  to  and  dealt 
with  by  the  Health  Committee. 

The  Inspector  again  reports  that  the  stimulus  given  to  trade 
in  the  Borough  by  the  development  of  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal 
during  the  year,  has  induced  many  large  firms  to  further  extend 
their  works,  and  to  replace  old  and  obsolete  engines  with  larger 
and  more  powerful  ones.  In  all  such  cases,  the  furnaces  have 
been  constructed  to  consume  their  own  smoke.  In  addition, 
several  large  new  chimneys  have  been  built,  and  auxiliary  steam 
boilers  put  in.

Diseases  of  Animals. — Inspector  Fordham,  M.R.C.V.S., 

reports  that  during  the  year  1897,  no  case  of  Foot-and-Mouth 
Disease  or  Pleuro-Pneumonia  occurred  within  the  Borough. 

There  were  three  outbreaks  of  Swine  Fever  in  the  Borough 
during  1897,  which  occurred  as  follows  : — 

April  22. — At  A.  Hailwood’s  premises,  the  Creamery,  Lower 

Broughton.

May  14. — At  Arthur  Cartell’s  premises,  Whit  Lane,  Pendleton, 

These  outbreaks  were  duly  reported  to  the  Board  of  Agricul¬ 
ture,  and  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  Board’s  instructions  13 1  pigs 
were  slaughtered;  besides  these,  ii  pigs  died.  Of  the  13 1  carcases, 
49  which  were  affected  with  the  disease  were  destroyed  in  the 
furnaces  at  the  Manure  Depot,  as  well  as  the  ii  which  were  found 
dead  ;  the  remaining  carcases  were  not  affected,  and  were  passed 
for  food. 

Glanders  or  Farcy. — There  were  three  outbreaks  during 
the  year  at  the  following  premises,  namely  : — 

January  28. — GeorgeGreen’spremises,Taylorson  Street, Salford. 

June  16. —  Manure  Depot,  Salford  Corporation. 

Octoberi8. — Joseph  Green’s  premises,  LiverpoolStreet,  Salford. 

The  animals  were  immediately  slaughtered,  and  the  carcases 
burned  in  the  destructor.  The  manure,  etc.,  was  also  thoroughly 
disinfected.  These  cases  were  reported  to  the  Board  of  Agriculture.

Anthrax. — There  was  one  case  of  this  disease  noticed  in  the 
Borough  on  the  19th  of  March,  which  was  brought  to  it  from  an 
outside  district.

The  Muzzling  Order  has  been  in 
force  during  the  year  1897,  and  is  still  in  force.

Cowsheds  and  Shippons. — At  the  end  of  1897,  there  were 
16  cowsheds  and  shippons  on  the  register,  against  23  in  the  previous 
year.  These  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  the  owners  have 
been  willing  to  comply  with  the  regulations  and  any  further  sug¬ 
gestions  made  to  make  them  more  satisfactory. 


Private  Slaughter-Houses. — There  were  32  private 
slaughter-houses  in  use  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of  1897,  as 
against  31  at  the  same  period  last  year.  These  have  been  regularly 
inspected  and  kept  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  One  slaughter-house 
was  temporarily  closed  by  order  of  the  Health  Committee,  in 
order  to  insist  upon  certain  structural  alterations  which  were 
necessary,  and,  these  having  been  now  satisfactorily  carried  out, 
the  license  has  been  renewed.

Insanitary  Dwellings  of  the  Working  Classes.— 

During  the  year  iSQy,  one  cellar  dwelling,  la,  Primrose  Street,  cweUingf 
Salford,  and  five  houses,  3,  Clowes  Street,  Chapel  Street,  Salford, 
and  37  to  43,  The  Walness,  Pendleton,  were  closed  by  an  order 
of  the  Council,  made  on  the  Certificate  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Heath.

Qwellmgs,  consisting  01  69  tenements,  continues  as  m  the  jirevious 
year  to  let  fairly  well,  although  there  is  frequently  a  change  of 
tenancy. 

The  Health  Committee  have  given  their  attention  to  the 
property  on  the  other  side  of  Queen  Street,  and  the  houses  are 
being  gradually  closed,  in  view  of  the  whole  of  the  buildings  being 
demolished  and  more  suitable  dwellings  provided  on  the  site. 

Model  Lodging-House. — The  model  lodging-house  has 
continued  to  be  occupied  throughout  the  year.  The  health  of  the 
inmates  has  been  good.  No  case  of  infectious  disease  has 
occurred  therein  during  the  year,  nor  has  there  been  such  a  case 
since  the  model  lodging-house  was  opened. 

Female  Health  Visitors. — There  are  still  six  female  Health 
health  visitors  working  in  certain  districts  of  the  Borough,  as 
already  mentioned,  under  the  joint  direction  of  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Ladies’  Health  Society,  It  will  be  seen  from  the 
sub-joined  table  what  the  nature  of  their  duties  is,  and  the  manner 
in  which  it  has  operated  for  good.  Their  labours  have  proved 
very  useful  to  the  Department  in  bringing  cases  of  dilapidated  and 
dirty  houses  to  early  notice,  and  their  visits  to  the  houses  of  the 
poor  do  not  appear  to  have  been  unwelcome.

Regulations  as  to  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk- 

shops. — The  time  has  come  when  this  matter  should  receive 
further  attention.  It  may  be  remembered  that  the  Corporation 
adopted  a  series  of  regulations  for  dairies,  cowsheds,  and  milk- 
shops,  prepared  under  the  Orders  of  the  Privy  Council  of  1885 
and  1886,  on  August  yth,  1889.  These  regulations  were  not, 
however,  approved  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  exception 
being  taken  by  it  to  some  of  the  regulations  as  being  ultra  vires. 


On  June  3rd,  1891,  therefore,  the  Corporation  adopted  a  fresh 
set  of  regulations,  and  the  Town  Clerk  was  instructed  to  obtain 
the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board  thereto.  The  Local 
Government  Board  again  objected  to  some  of  the  fresh  regula¬ 
tions,  and,  after  much  correspondence,  agreement  was  practically 
come  to  in  all  matters  save  two,  viz.  : — 

{a)  The  amount  of  cubic  space  per  cow  \  The  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  desiring  800  cubit  feet,  and  the  Health 
Committee  maintaining  that  this  could  not  be  obtained 
without  much  hardship  in  Salford ;  and 

{b)  The  retentio?i  by  the  Corporatiofi  of  certain  powers 
already  exercised  by  it  under  their  old  regulatio?is. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  subject  dropped,  and  I  think 
rightly  so. 
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But  in  the  latter  part  of  1896,  the  Manchester  Corporation 
secured  new  Re2;iilations  which  would  to  mv  mind  also  be  satis- 
factory  for  Salford.  Under  those  regulations,  the  amount  of  cubic 
space  required  per  cow  is  600  feet  instead  of  800,  and  similar  old 
powers  in  the  City,  such  as  Salford  desired  to  retain,  were  con¬ 
ceded  to  Manchester. 

I,  therefore,  recommended  the  Health  Committee  to  urge  on 
the  adoption  of  new  regulations  for  Salford  similar  to  those 
granted  to  Manchester,  and  thus  secure  uniformity  of  such  regula¬ 
tions  throughout  the  whole  area  covered  by  the  adjoining  City  and 
Borough, 

It  was,  however,  very  properly  resolved  by  the  Committee 
that,  after  the  lapse  of  so  many  years  since  its  first  attempt  to 
secure  better  regulations,  it  should  have  detailed  information  up  to 
date  respecting  dairies,  cowsheds,  and  milkshops  in  the  Borough, 
and  as  to  the  sale  of  milk  among  the  inhabitants.  This  informa¬ 
tion,  I  now  have  the  honour  to  submit  in  furtherance  of  the 
matter. 

The  first  table  relates  to  milkshops,  and  contains  a  summary 
of  certain  broad  facts  which  were  desired  to  be  known.  From  it 
wiil  be  seen  that  the  general  circumstances  of  milkshops  vary 
greatly  in  the  several  districts  of  the  Borough. 

The  second  table  shows  the  number  of  establishments  in  the 
Borough  in  which  cows  are  kept  in  cowsheds,  and  gives  the 
approximate  yield  of  milk  from  those  sources. 

In  addition  to  the  facts  contained  in  these  two  tables,  it  has 
also  to  be  noted  : — 

1.  The  number  of  milk-dealers  selling  on  premises  only  is  in 

Regent  Road,  192  ;  in  Greengate,  94  ;  in  Pendleton,  91  ; 
in  Broughton,  127  ;  and  in  the  whole  Borough,  504. 

2.  The  milk-dealers  selling  in  both  shop  and  street  is  in 

Regent  Road,  35  ;  in  Greengate,  19  ;  in  Pendleton,  31  ; 
in  Broughton,  28;  and  in  the  whole  Borough,  113. 

3.  There  are  no  milk  dealers  selling  in  the  street  only. 

4.  The  number  of  farms  supplying  milk  to  the  Borough  by 

the  railway  is  213. 

5.  The  daily  quantity  of  milk  supplied  from  these  farms  is 

about  2,651  dozen  quarts,  as  against  198  dozen  quarts 
from  cows  within  the  Borough.

PREVENTION  OF  MEASLES. 


Measles  being  prevalent  in  certain  parts  of  the  Borough,  the  attention 
of  householders  is  particularly  directed  to  the  following  points  : — 

1.  — Measles  is  a  very  infectious  disease,  particularly  in  the  stage  before 
the  rash  appears.  The  early  signs  of  the  disease  are  coughing,  sneezing, 
and  redness  of  the  eyes,  and  more  or  less  feeling  of  illness. 

2.  — A  child  at  school  with  such  signs  of  illness  should  be  at  once  sent 
home,  and  kept  there  until  well  again. 

3.  — It  is  very  important  that  no  member  of  a  family,  in  which  there  are 
infants,  should  associate  with  others  from  a  house  where  measles  already 
exists. 

4.  — Anyone  attacked  by  measles  should  be  placed  in  a  separate  room 
and  kept  warm.  Other  children  in  the  house  who  have  not  been  attacked 
by  the  disease,  should  not  go  to  school  for  at  least  four  weeks  after  the 
appearance  of  the  eruption  in  the  first  case,  and  if  further  cases  occur,  not 
until  four  weeks  after  the  eruption  in  the  last  case. 

5.  — In  view  of  the  high  mortality  from  measles  in  the  Borough,  parents 
are  advised  in  every  instance  to  seek  medical  advice  in  the  earliest  stages  of 
illness.
